He called on thie man to halt, but he ran 
towards South King street. The sergeant 
Arig ay on to the path and pursued the man, 
at the same time calling on him to halt. The 
car had now backed close to the fugitive, who 
was again called on to halt. Then shots were 
fired in the air. Just outside Strahan’s, of St. 
Stephen's Green, the troops fired to wound him 
in the leg. The man then caught hold of 
an old man who was going in the same direcc- 
tion, swung him around, and got behind him. 

While he was doing this. the troops fired a few 
shots, in the course of which the old man was 
wounded. The other man then put his hands 
up and wae arrested. He was found to be in 
possession of a fully-loaded .45 Webley revolver 
and two spare rounds. He gave his name as 
Denis O'Dea, 54 South Richmond street. 

Dr. Moore, house surgeon, St. Vincent’s Hos- 
pital, deposed that Brady was admitted to the 

pital at about 8.15 on Sunday night, suffer- 
ing from a bullet wound in the right groin, 
Preparations were made for an immediate 
operation, but he died before it could be per- 
formed. 

Mr. O’Byrne eaid that at this time it was 
not safe to produce the actua] witnesses of the 
occurrence, and if their ‘attendance was deemed 
essential the inquest would have to be ad- 
journed till such time as they could come for- 
ward in safety. It was a mystery how Brady 
was shot. He might have been shot by a 
national soldier or by someone else. 

The Coroner said that the unfortundte man 
was not connected with the occurrence of the 
evening. From the intelligence officer it a 
peared that a man flying from justich got hold |!

himself.

Practical Reparations. 


At last some definite pfogress has been 
made in the solution of the reparations 
problem, and the business men have 
triumphed over the politiciafis. Yester- 
day Herr von Landsberg, German Chargé 
d Affaires in Brussels, informed the 
Belgian Foreign Minister that the Reichs- 
bank was prepared to guarantee six 
months’ Treasury bills to the amount of 
270,000,000 gold marks, to be used in the 
payment ‘of various sums which fall due 
from Germany to Belgium between 
February and June of next year. Our 
readers ‘will remember that, when the 
demand for payment was made originally, 
the German Government declared that 
without a long-term moratorium no pay- 
ments of any kind were possible. The 
change has been wrought by Herr 
Havenstein's visit to London. This 
gentleman is the President of the German 
Reichsbank,; which formerly was a 
Government institution, but now is com- 
pletely autonomous. He came to London

Governor of the Bank of England has 
agreed to guarantee German Treasury 
bills for payment to Belgium, and 
this welcome assistance removed the 
Reichsbank’s last objections to the scheme 
of payments which was-drawn up by the 
Reparations Commission in Paris last 
month. Belgium now is sure of her 
money. British credit has come to the 
rescue again. It would be a mistake to 
believe that the Bank of England has 
become a philanthropic institution or 
that there is anything Quixotic about its 
deal with the Reichsbank. ‘The trans- 
action is purely a business affair. The 
Bank of England will not lose by 
guaranteeing German bills. Belgium 
will gain immediately, Germany will 
get another breathing space, and in the 
long run all Europe will benefit 
directly. While the bargain is of ro 
political importance, a useful political 
moral may be drawn from its success. 
Force and threats of force, whether they 
emanate from Paris, Angora, New York, or 
Berlin are useless in the settlement of 
present-day problems. The Allies might 
have been threatening to seize the 
Rubr Valley for a twelvemonth, and they 
never would have a wrung a penny out 
of Germany. Herr Havenstein came to 
London, however; he was treated as a 
not as an alien enemy, and 
the whole matter was settled in a few 
hours.

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A Victorian Renascence. 


The revulsion of feeling among women 
against short skirts and the remarkable 
“vogue oí Mr. A. S. M. Hutchinson's 
novels have led many eminent people to 
believe that we are on the verge of a 
Victorian renaseence. ‘ Feminism ”’ 
been running riot for the past fifteen years.

THE NEAR EAST.

In diplomatic circles to-day the situa- 
tion with regard to the Near East was 
regarded as being much easier, and there 
is now a firm hope that all will end in a 
satisiactory manner. [he Cabinet sad 
yesterday until 8 o'clock, with further 
meetings to-day, and it may be ones 
as certain that the Government intends 
to leave no stone unturned to safeguard 
our position in the Dardanelles, without 
the slightest intention of making un- 
necessary war. After the Cabinet meet 
ings. yesterday Mr. Churchill entertained 
the Prime Minister and some oth 
Ministers to dinner at his house in Sussex 
square, when further discussions too 
place. It is thought that the Prime 
Minister and his Cabinet recognise tha 
strong feeling prevailing agaist an, 
advance towards warfare, but 
best in the nation’s interest 
world see that we are ready 
to look after our own interests. 

For the moment the point of interest js 
changed to Paris, where Lord Curzon has 
gone to interview Al. Poincearé and talk 
matters over. Up to the present there is 
a doubt whether the French Government 
has withdrawn its troops trom Chanak 
and other places on the Asiatic side of the 
Dardanelles, and no communication 
thes point has reached the Government 
here. Our Government has, in fact, 
addressed a Note to the French Govern 
ment expressing its gratification that 
France has decided to support the yenera: 
line of the policy adopted by 
Britain. Lord Curzon is expected to 
back in London before the end 
week. 

A version of the Note reported to have 
been issued .by Kemal Pasha has been 
ceived in London from Paris, but It 
not yet been received officially here. The 
Note is said to convey an assurance fron, 
Kemal Pasha that he will not attack 
either the Dardanelles or Constantinop 
but that he reserves the right to 
the places hitherto held only 
Greeks. One of these is Chanak, 
the British troops are now engaged 
throwing up detences. It is rumoured, 
however, that, if the version of the Note 
given in Paris is it will be 
accepted in official circles as being satis 
factory. 


MR. LLOYD GEORGE AND GENEVA. 


Mr. Lloyd George does not intend to be 
far away from Downing street during the 
next few days, and it is probable that he 
will spend his days there and his nights 
at Chequers. There will be frequent 
meetings of Ministers, though not in 
Cabinet form, and the prospect of a 
to Geneva daily grows more remote. The 
visit cannot now take place this week, 
and it is hardly likely to take. place next 
week. Scarcely anybody in official circles 
now thinks for a moment that the Prime 
Minister will jeave the country for és 
a couple of days. 

It is curious that. the Bank of England 
should be a factor in the immediate 
settlement of the reparation dispute with 
Germany; but the arrangement: by 
the Bank has guaranteed the six months’ 
reparation bonds from Germany to 
Belgium is described as a purely financial 
one, and possessing no political signifi- 
cance. It has, therefore, to be assumed 
that the Reichsbank has given the Bank 
of England very substantial “guarantees as 
regards security. The Bank of England 
by its action has given Europe a little 
more breathing time in the reparations 
crisis. 

At to-night’s Labour demonstration Mr. 
Ramssy Macdonald will have an oppor- 
tunity of displaying his very considerable 
knowledge of the Near East, and, inci- 
dentally, of making political capital out 
of the Prime Minister's handling of peace 
problems. Mr. Macdonald has been quite 
lately in Constantinople and professes to 
have some insight into the mentality of the 
Turk, so that his analysis of the situation 
promises to be more than usually interest 
ing. 1 fancy that the meeting would have 
been more effective from the political 
point of view if it could have been 
arranged to take place earlier, before the 
first shock of the Government's 
official declaration had worn off. 

It will provide a useful send- 
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however, 
Labour s intensive political cam 
paign, which has to be kept going until 
the general election. It may also have its 
reactions on the effort to hold position 
which the movement has won in London 
municipal affairs. This 1s vbine to be a 
tough struggle, because the Progressive 
and Municipal Reform Parties, although 
they have no definite pact, are regarding 
it as their common interest to keep the 
Labour m:n out. On the other side the 
Labour Party has effected a somewhat 
indefinite alliance with the Communists. 
Those in touch with the Labour organisa 
tion tell me that .it has been greativ 
strengthened in the last twelve months 
Perhaps, its hardest task will be to per- 
suade the electors.to forget about Poplar. 


BRITISH GOLFERS. 


The British golfers who arrived back &n 
spoke freely of their 
defeats in the United States, both in the 
international match and the Amateur 
Championship® which they attributed to 
the deadly putting of the Americans 
What principally impressed them, how 
ever, was the extraordinary development 
of the game on the other side of the 
Atlantic Courses, they said, are sprin 
ing up.all over the States, and the 
popularity of golf is seriously threatening 
even that of baseball.

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RAILWAY OFFICIAL RETIRES. 


Mr. Richard Humphrevs, who has been for 
half a century connected with the London and 
North-Western Railway Company, and who has

An ambush took place on Sunday morn- 
ing’ at Bushfield, about seven miles from 
Nenagh, as the ixresulb of which three 
national “soldiers. and a youth” named.

Father 
Noonan, of Boher, was quickly on the scene, 
and rendered spiritual aid, 

Word was sent to the Nenagh Military 
Barracks, and troops and medical aid were 
despatched, and the wounded were taken to 
the Nenagh Hospital. 

One of the solhers, Private John Lynn, a 
married man, from Glasgow, was killed out- 
Tight, while Corporal. Moore, of Carlow, and 
Private Kehoe, of. Dublin... died at about 9.30 
‘p.m. in the hospital. Private Kehoe received 
four wounds, one of which penetrated his 
abdomen and another in the spine,

From details which have reached Sligo con- 
cerning the fierce’ engagement at Erris, North 
Mayo, it appears that Brigadier Neary, with 
an advance guard, came in contact with a party 
of irregulars,.and in the fight that ensued Bri- 
gadier Neary was captured. He subsequently 
made his escape, having shot one of his guard. 
He went for reinforcements to assist the ad- 
vance guard, which, in the meantime, had been 
captured with the loss of five or six killed.

ATTACK ON A CHURCH 


FROM TO-DAY’S 


[LORD OURZON'S’ VISIT 
TO. PARIS, 


ENTENTE AT STAKE, 


“THE TIMES’: OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


_ Lerd Curzon has gone to Paris with a heavy 
responsibihty upon his shoulders. ' Upon the 
outcome of his mission there depend issues 
much larger than the particular means to be 
taken for the protection 6f the freedom of the 
Straits or than the whole controyersy between 
greece and Turkey. The permanent relations 
between England and France are of far higher 
moment than.either, and the. character of these 
relations for a long time to come may be 
determined by his success or by his failure. The 
Entente is at stake, and all its friends and 
enemies outside this island. know that. it is ‘at 
stake, and have their eyes rivetted upon Paris 
accordingly. . 

The Cabinet, we are told, yesterday’ main- 
tained their original decision that the Kemalist 
forces shall‘ not be. allowed to cross into 

urope, and express their conviction that they 
can be so prevented by. naval action alone. 
They intend, it is. added, that the neutral 
zones, as delimited at the time of the armistice, 
shall bé preserved inviolate. It remains to be 
seen how this determination is to be accom- 
modated with Kemal’s plans.. The correspon- 
dent of the Associated Press in Constantinople 
reports that the Turkish leader yesterday asked 
the Allies to permit him to pass into Thrace— 
the very step which the British Cabinet rightly 
holds to be inadmissible—and the same corre- 
spondent adds that Kemal’s representative in 
Constantinople has informed the High Commis- 
sioner that the Angora Government cannot dis- 
cuss the question of the Dardanelles without 
the presence of delegates from the Soviet Go- 
_vernment and from the Ukraine. 

The best answer to excessive Kemalist de- 
mands is the speedy conclusion, and the speedy 
announcement, of a complete agreement be- 
tween England and France. A correspondent 
now confirms the prediction that we made the 
other day, that German officers would not be 
slow to tender their counsel and their service 
to their old allies, the Turks. All this makes 
It more and more evident that the French 
and English Governments must keep the larger 
implications of the situation well in view, and 
make sure that whatever complications may 
arise will: be faved in the same temper on 
the Seine and on the Thames. We trust. that 
Lord Curzon has gone on his great errand in 
this spirit, and that the disposition of the 
French Government. will prove to be as con- 
ciliatory as is that of the British people.

The Eeichsbank has agreed to guarantee the 
six months’ Treasury bonds demanded of Ger- 
many without any provisio that tke borids 
may be renewed up to a period of eighteen 
months, observes The Times, in its editorial 
comments.

with the offer now made by Germany. It has 
been rumoured that the Bank of England has, 
directly or ‘indireetly, guaranteed the payment 
of the German Treasury bonds. These reports 
are without foundation. The President of the 
Reichsbank visited London at the end of last 
week for the purpose of discussing the banking 
aspect of the situation, and to arrange a 
purely banking transaction, such as might be 
entered into between any two central banks. 
But it should be clearly understood that there 
has never been’ any question of the Bank of 
England, which is a private institutién, pirtici- 
pating in any way in a guarantee of the Ger- 
man bonds. 


MURDER OF DR. MURPHY.

BRUTAL JEW IN TURKISH 
UNIFORM. 


In as message from Malta Zhe Times 
Correspondent gives further particulars of the 
murder of Dr. Murphy, the Irish octogenarian 
physician, in Smyrna. [t would now appear (he 
says) to be definitely settled that the Smyrna 
fire was kindied in three quarters, and spread 
towards the quay, where. the people had 
gathered. It is stated by some refugees that 
fewer than six hundred houses were gtanding 
on ' Thursday last. Among the refugees is the 
wife of Dr. Murphy. He “formerly been in 
the Indian Service, and for many years had 
been settled in Smyrna, where he was known 
fer his philanthropy. 

It is said that he met his death at~the_ hands 
of a Russian Jew, a soldier in the Turkish 
Army. This man, after receiving from the 
doctor all the coin there was in the house and 
a cheque for £2,000, struck him down with his 
sword, and hurled pieces of valuable crockery 
at him. The saldier then commanded Mrs. 
Murphy to play the piano. She fled, pursued 
by the soldier, but was succoured by an Allied 
patrol. The doctor was taken to hospital, 
where he died.

FARMERS’ LOSSES ON CROPS.) 


GOVERNMENT: WILLING TO APPOINT A 
COMMISSION, 


The most important, debate in the, Provisional Parliament yesterday 
was on the state of the farming industry. A Labour member suggested 
that a stated minimum of the arable land on every holding should be tilled. 


In support of the proposal, it was pointed out that, since 1819, 
370,000 acres had reverted to grazing, and that 10,000 agricultural 


The members of the Farmers’ Party said that any form of compulsion 
would be a deadly blow to the country’s key industry. The average loss 
last year and this year on tillage operations was £10 an acre. 

The Minister of Agriculture expressed the ‘opinion that there would 
be no satisfactory increase in the area under cultivation until tilage work 


He indicated, however, that he was willing to consult the various 
parties about the terms of reference to a Commission that would inquire 
into the state of agriculture. On this understanding the Labour Party’s

LABOUR’S DEMANDS. 


Mr. Thomas Nagle moved:—‘ That it is 
essential that an order should be made en- 
forcing that a stated minimum of the arable 
land on each agricultural holding shall be 
tilled."” He said that there were at least 10,000 
unemployed agricultural labourers. in Ireland, 
who would be soon in a bad way urless some- 
thing was done by the Dail to assist them. 
A few years ago the British Government, under 
the provisions of the Corn Production Act, got 
the Irish farmers to increase their tillage in 
order to produce food for the people of Eng- 
land. He thought ‘he farmers’ ought to,te 
equally willing now to till their land in order 
to save the labourers from dving by starvation. 

Between the vears 1919 and 1921 the amount 
of tillage in Ireland had been reduced by 
370,000 acres. As a result of that 10,000 men 
had been unemployed. He suspected that the 
farmers would object to the motion, as they 
would object to anything that emanated from 
Liberty Hall. A farmer had said that there 
were not sufficient lamp-pests in Ireland on 
which to hang the agitators of Liberty Hall. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Gaffney seconded the motion. 

Mr. T. M. Burke (farmer) said that it was 
desirable that the House should be cautious 
before it passed a measure of this kind. The 
farming industry was not paying at present, 
and if this motion were adopted by the House 
it would be compelling farmers to incur ex- 
penses in the employment of labour, the pur- 
chase of machinery, and _ artificial manures 
which would deprive them of any advantages 
that they had derived during the war years. 

To do what the motion asked would be to 
strike a deadly blow at the stability of the 
kev indust?y of the country. The average loss 
which the farmer sustained last vear and this 
year was about £10 an acre. People would 
say that the farmers had had severd! years of 
“ profiteering.”” As a genera! rule, any profit 
that was made during those years was invested 
in lands that were purchased at extravagant 
prices, which it would take years to put on a 
paving basis. 

The proposal to ask men to fill lands that 
were unsuitable for tillage would have no re- 
sult but to convert a credit balance into a 
debit balance. If the Government had anv 
policy with regard to agriculture. that policy 
should be one that would help instead of. mili- 
tating against the industry. The only wav to 
cet the farmers to increase their tillage was to 
guarantee thém against loss. 


QUESTION OF DEMAND. 

Mr. Gorey (Farmers’ Party) asked what par- 
ticular crop and for what particular article pro- 
dueed by the farmers was the ‘demand 
made at the present moment? The number of 
articles of food produced by the farmers was 
limited. Tillage was all very well, but what 
crop did the Labour Party seek to make a 
ease for? Did they make a case for oats, for 
wheat, for barley, or for potatoes? The Labour 
Party did not eat oats—(laughter)—and, so 
far as wheat was concerned, the product of 
Irish wheat was not in demand when a white 
flour was available. i 

If there was a market for barley the farmers 
would be glad to produce mere barley. What 
the Labour Party aimed at was more tillage 
and the production of corn crops, so that when 
the harvest came they could put the farmers 
with their backs to the wall and tell the 
farmers they would have to pay a certain wage. 
And if the farmer did not comply, the reply 
was to put a match to his property. 

A Voice—‘* That is wrong.”’ 

Mr.’ Gorey—No, it is not wrong; there are 
men heré from Cork, from Waterford, and from 
Kildare and Carlow, and they could tell you 
that they have seen the fires blazing in the 
country. 

It was well known. he added, that last Sep- 
tember and October the farmers had to ask for 
protection for their corn, cattle, and produce, 
and for protection to restore some semblance of 
order in the country. The Labour Party had 
increased unemployment in their efforts to keep 
up high wages. There was talk about millions 
for the relief of unemployment—they . talked 
about millions now where they talked about 
pounds years ago. Where was all that expendi- 
ture going to lead? 

The farmers were the best judges of their 
own business, and, if they were not, then their 
lives had been a failure; bnt the Labour’ Party 
asked that Dail to take away all the liberty of 
the farmer, to deprive. him of liberty of choice 
in what was going to be called a free country. 
He asked the deputies to vote against the 
motion, on the ground, among others, that there 
were many other ways of meeting the problem, 
as, for instance, the reclamation of the thou- 
sands of acres of waste land in the country 
which had gone out of cultivation since 1840, 

Mr. Davin (Labour) said ‘that some deputies 
appeared to have Liberty Hall on the brain. 
(Laughter.} He supported the motion, because 
he believed that the real independence of this 
country could never be secured until her 
economic independence had been won, © Unless 
they developed the economic resources of Ire- 
land, and became independent of Great Britain, 
they were never going to put up the real fight 
for Irish freedom. 

Mr.. Wilson (Kildare) (Farmers’. Party) de- 
precated the introduction of any recriminations 
into the debate. They had come into that Dail 
not to fight, but to co-operate, so 
that by the united efforts of Labour and the 
farmers they. might make the country a proper 
country to live in. In the County Wicklow, of 
which he was a representative, they had grown 
oats and sold the crop at a loss. Therefore, 
there was no use in talking in the strain of 
those who supported this motion. [If the 
farmers were left to themselves they would do 
the best they could to make the country more 
prosperous by the united efforts of themselves 
and their Labour friends, 


COMMISSION PROPOSED. 


Mr. Corish (Wexford) admitted that he was 
not surprised at the farmers being averse to 
the, motiot. He thought that the Government 
should sét ‘up & commiskion to go into the whole 
question of the agricultural industry. and he 
suggest that the mover, of the resolution 
shonld adopt that policy. 

Mr. Doyle (Wexford) stated that unless 
something came to the aid of agriculture no

They wished to avoid 
a conflict in [Ireland between producers and 
corsumers, because it was damning to the best 
interests of the country as well es to those of 
the farmers and workers. If the proposition of 
Mr. Corish were agreed to, he would suggést 
to the mover of the resolution to withdraw it. 

The Minister of Agriculture said that the 
Government would be prepared to assist an in- 
quiry into the question. Compulsory tillage 
was introduced in 1917. but it was a totally 
different matter to introduce it now. It was 
introduced then under the threat of famine, 
but he did not think that there was any such 
threat now. He thought that there wonld be 
no. satisfactory increase of tillace until tilage 
came to pay. Evervbody recognised that there 
were abuses at present, but thev would not be 
removec by compulsion to till. The completion 
of land purchase would do mora to increase tii- 
laye than anvthing that could be done by reso- 
ution. Tk must be a gradual growth if it was 
to he efficient otherwise thev robbed the farmer 
without. enriching the labourer 

After further discussion, the motion gas 
«withdrawn on the understanding that the 
Minister of Agriculture wonld consult with the 
varicus parties as to the drafting of terms of 
eeference o' an inquiry into the conditions of 
agriculture. 


RALLWAY COMMISSION. 


Mr. Davin asked the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce whether he had yet received a 
report or reports from the Railway Commuis- 
sion; if so when it er they would be placed at 
the disposal of the Dail; and whether the Go- 
vernment had arrived at any decision on 
their policy im respect to the future control 
of the ratiways 

The Minister of Industry said that mayority 
and minority reports had been received, but 
thére had not been an opportunity of reading 
them and déciding when they would be pub- 
lished. He expécteda that would be in the 
near future. 

Mr. Davin asked whether, in view ofthe fact 
that partial reports had been already published 
in the Press, did not the Minister think it ad- 
visable that these reports should be published 
for the information of members of that House 

The Minister of Industry said that when the 
Government had the opportunity of looking ab 
the whole thing they would say when they 
would be” able to publish these reports. 

Mr. Johnson asked whether it was within the 
discretion of the Ministry to say whether they 
would publish the reports of a Commission that 
was set up by themselves. li was not the 
common practice. 

The Minister of Industry said that the reply 
given to the question was as to “when” the 
reports would be published. 


IMPORTED FLOUR. 

Mr. O'Day asked the Minister of . Industry 
and Commerce whether he had considered the 
question of restricting the importation of 
foreign milled flour during such time as Irish 
flour mills were wholly or partially idle: and, 
if so, whether he would state the policy of 
the Government on the proposal. 

Mr. Magrath said that the matter was one 
which arose in connection with negotiations on 
a question of wages between the employers and 
employés of the Irish flour mills. No Govern- 
ment decision had been arrived at, but it was 
proposed to discuss the matter with the 
parties coneerned this week. 

Mr. Davin asked whether the Minister was 
aware that a person named White had ap- 
proached English millers stating that he was 
acting under the Provisional Government and 
was seeking a supply of fiow for the Southern 
district of Ireland, »nd was saving that there 
was a. great shortage at a time when the mills 
had full stocks and were working short time. 

Mr. Magrath said that he had no knowledge 
of the matter, but he would make inquiries. 


PARLIAMENT’S POWERS, 


Mr. Thomas Johnson moved-—" That this 
Dail, whose authority is derived from the 
people of Ireland, acknowiedges no limitation 
upon its power to make laws for the peace, 
order, and good government of Ireland, except 
such limitations as are applicable to the Par- 
lament referred to in Clause. 1] of the Articles 
of Agreement for a ‘Treaty LeLween (rreat 
Britain and lreland, signed on the 6th of De- 
cember, 1921, and approved by Dail EMeann 
on January 7th, 1922.” 

He said that there had been quite a number 
of unofficial and sewm)-official statements tend ng 
to minimise the power and authority of the 
Dail. The saggestion had been made that’ it 
was the function of that House to oversee the 
administration, and that its chief work was to 
see to the passing of a Constitution, and that 
everything else might go by the board. That 
had not been stated definitely and officially, 
but there had been official and unefficial re- 
marks tending in that direction, and he had 
thought It desirable that the House should 
have an opportunity of recording its own view 
of its powers, hence that motion. 

Apart from the fact that the people, who 
elected tham—their views in the matter should 
prévail—believed that they were electing a 
Parliament whieh would have power to enact 
legislation, his views of the powers of that 
House were fortified by the use of ‘the words 
“ The King's Most Excellent Majesty in Council.” 
Those words showed that the House 
Parliament in the view, at any rate, 

British Government, and that, frankly 
honestly;, in that view, it was so set up by 
virtue of the Act called the Irish Free State 
Agreement Act. ' 


DOUBLE AUTHORITY. 


At any rate, in the judgment of the last 
Dail, the call for an ele@tion gn the twenty-six 
counties was ‘counter-signed by the British 
Government, go that they had a double authority 
under that Act.

THE FIRST DUTY. 


The Minister for Agriculture (Mr, Hogan) 
emphasised the fact that that assembly was 
completely a sovereign Parliament. It could 
tear up the Treaty and refuse to pase the Con- 
stitution, but while the Treaty was the policy 
of that House they must implement it by pass- 
ing a Constitution.

Mr. Blythe said that the register for the 
qualifying period, which ended on August 3ist, 
1921, was the register that was still in force, 
and under which the recent elections were held.

BELFAST STATISTICS, 


In the draft report of the Committee set up 
by the Provisional Government of Southern 
Ireland it was set out that the percentage in- 
crease in the cost of living of wage-carning 
classes between July 14, 1914, and June, 1922, 
was 85.2 per cent., and the increase between 
the former date and March, 1922, was 91.4 per 
cent. The British Board of Trade figures for 
June and March, 1922, were 80.0 per cent. and 
86.0 per cent. respectively. 

Proceeding, the witness said that in August, 
1921, his attention was particularly drawn to 
the increased cost of living in Belfast, especially 
as yon foodstuffs, and the local Engineering 
and Shipbuilding Trades’ Federation took steps 
to ascertain the prices of the food of a third 
class officer pre-war. This was taken as a fair 
basis of what should constitute a fair susten- 
ance for the average adult worker. The method 
adopted was to present a form of invoice for 
the articles enumerated in their stipulated 
quantities to grocers and provision dealers 
throughout the city with a request that exist- 
ing costs of the same rations be filled in. Hav- 
ing collected the various particulars, an average 
over the whole city was taken, with the result 
that the October, 1921, prices amounted to 16s., 
as compared with 6s. 2jd. in July, 1914, being 
an increase of 157 per cent. e Board of 
Trade “Gazette” figure of comparative food 
prices alone, over the same period, showed an 
increase of only 110 per cent. 


THE WORST PERIOD. 


He was of opinion that an official and 
unbiased investigation would cause a further 
reduction in retail prices, which, of course, 
would additionally confound any returns that 
he might prepare for last month. He was in- 
form bY farmers that their products, par- 
ticularly killing beasts, were presently sold in 
Belfast markets at pre-war prices. He was 
satisfied that in July, 1914, the cost of living 
was slightly lower in Belfast than in several 
cities of a similar character throughout the 
Kingdom, but that about November, 1916, the 
curve line applicable_to Belfast rose above that 
of the average Board of Trade cost of living 
index figures, and that the worst period of high 
prices in Belfast prevailed between August, 
1920, and August, 1921. 

In reply to a question, the witness said that 
when comparing prices he had taken into con- 
sideration the cost of electric lighting. rie 
had accepted the official figures for clothing. 

To Captain Leo Thomas, the witness said 
that he did not approve of the principle of fix- 
ing wages on the cost of living figures. There, 
however, should be something to go on in fixing 
a standard.

Mr. Blythe, replying for the Minister of 
Industry and Commerce, said that the Govern- 
ment would recommend the House to pass a 
resolution that would be couched in somewhat 
similar terms. If this present motion were 
passed it could not be implemented, because it 
was not sufficiently specific. The Ministry were 
of opinion that the Minister of Industry and 
Commerce might confer with Alderman O'Brien 
and other leaders with the view of arriving at 
some idea as to what degree of preference 
might reasonably be given to Irish manufac- 
tured goods. He suggested that the motion 
should be withdrawn, and that it be left-to the 
Minister concerned to deal with the matter.

FAMILY BUDGET. 


These figures and the method of compilation 


being greatly criticised, the federation took 


other means of arriving at a comparison. They, 
therefore, decided to prepare a “family 
budget,” i.e, a list of the necessities of life 
as actually used in a working man’s home, 
and indicate pre-war and prices for October, 
when the return was compiled. Heads of house- 
holds wero invited to record 1914 and current 
prices for articles set forth. The average for 
July, 1914, was 13s. 6d., and that for last 
October 29s. 10id., being an increase of 121 
per cent. Regarding clothing, Board of Trade 
figures recorded an increase of 165 per cent. 
Still, comparing 1914 with October, 1921, figures, 
in the fuel and lighting group there was an 
increase of 158} per cent., while rents had in- 
creased 77; per cent. If the average in the 
cost of all the foregoing items were combined, 
allowance being made for the increase in the 
prices of many commodities not mentioned, the 
resultant figure for October 1 was 130 per cent. 
as ee with July, 1914, for Belfast, as 
against cent. represented by the British 
Board of trade Resour Gazette as an index 
figure for the United Kingdom.
